but one sinner destroyeth much good." 


The sermon was a forcible and interest 


ing showing, first of wisdom—its origin 
purpose and tendencies, second, the weap- 
ons of war, 
third, the sinner. The dis- 


oould have listened to this speaker's forci- 
ble words, and not have fallen in love with 
wisdom—without detesting the weapons of 
war, 
and becoming fearfully afraid of tbe 


sinner. 


A^ the close of the sermon, the speaker, 


as was the custom of those days, gave lib- 
erty for remarks, whereupon our warrior 
was instantly upon his feet, and with voice 
more military than devotional, declared 
the discourse unscriptural, and false in 
many of its assumed, essential points, 
that the attack upon war was but a skir- 
mi&h of words, while his weapons were 
wooden flints snapped against a sparkless 
hammer. 


Our warrior, though greatly excited, 


gave evidence of much reading, as well 
as the character of that reading, was in- 
genious, witty even, Dot failed to show 
that he was competent to control armies, 
but already illustrating the fact that he 
conld not even control himself.

design and pleasure of the Deity as Christ- 
ianity, and- that such warriors as Alexan- 
der the Great, and Napoleon Bonaparte 
were endowed with greater abilities, than 
were the Apostles, and that for intelligence 
and manly bearing the Generals in our ar- 
my are men far aurpassing the preachers
